employment compensation or ap­ 
plying to do so. All unemploy­ 
ment compensation is paid out of 
a fund created from taxes paid 
by Texas employers. The rate of 
that taxation hinges upon the 
balance in the Texas Unemploy­ 
ment Compensation Trust Fund. 
The greater that balance in pro­ 
portion to the total of taxable 
wages for the calendar year, the 
lower the tax. 


On January I, Texas had a bal­ 
ance of $281,841,599, or 7.6 per 
cent of taxable wages for 1954. 
Had that figure been $298,000,000 
or more, 1955 unemployment com­ 
pensation tax rates could have 
been further reduced under sub­ 
section 7(c)(6) of the legislative 
act creating the program. 
That Texas, with an average j 
.75 per cent tax instead of a pos­ 
sible 3 per cent, has one of the 
lowest rates of any state should j 
satisfy neither the job placement 
division of the TEC nor the Texas 
employer. Over the country un­ 
employment among workers idle 
15 weeks or longer dropped from 
850,000 in August, 1954, to 450,- 
000 in August, 1955. Since Texas 
laws provided for a maximum 24 
weeks of compensation, the dura­ 
tion of a claimant’s unemploy­ 
ment is no small matter.

No Show-off 
You can get into all kinds of 
stupid 
and

over the “m iracles” of the New 
Testament. They are not always 
labeled as such, or labeled with 
any word. The Gospels will just 
tell what Jesus did, and let the 
reader draw his own conclusions. 
What they all agree on is that 
Jesus performed acts of power 
which no one else could match. 
He did these things as naturally 
as you would pick a blackberry 
—as naturally but perhaps not so 
easily. As he himself expressed 
it, he could perceive “power” go­ 
ing out of him. (Luke 8:46, R.S.V.) 
However hard it may be to un­ 
derstand Jesus’ miracles, we can 
confidently say three things about 
them. One is that he did not do 
them “just to be doing them.” 
They were never aimless, or at

random. Further, they never had 
the aim of showing off. 
To the 
end of his days Jesus was beset 
by demands from the Pharisees 
and others, to show a “sign from 
heaven.” One of his early temp­ 
tations was to cast himself down 
from a pinnacle of the Temple 
and expect God or his angels to 
see that he did not get hurt in 
the fall. But he did not yield to 
that temptation. 


N m r Too Much 
Another striking fact about his 
miracles is that he never wasted 
power. He never did what others 
could do. When he fed the five 
thousand, he got the people to sit 
down in orderly fashion and got 
his disciples to help distribute the 
food. One would suppose it would 
have been just as easy for him to 
arrange for every person present 
to find a loaf and a fish suddenly 
in his hand; but Jesus did not 
work that way. Or again, after 
the tremendous miracle of restor­ 
ing to life the little daughter of 
Jairus, Jesus—instead of produc­ 
ing lunch for her himself by a 
m iracle—gives orders to the fam ­ 
ily to get the little girl something 
to eat. When he healed the para­ 
lytic, he told him to pick up his 
pallet and go home. 


H« Went Alout Doing Good 
Simon Peter, who was far more 
impressed 
by 
Jesus’ 
miracles 
than by what he said, summed 
up a great deal when he said that 
Jesus, endowed with divine pow­ 
er, 
“went 
about doing 
good.” 
(Acts 10:38.) Our Lord’s acts of 
power were always done for the 
help of other persons. This is the 
great distinction between Christ’s 
miracles and those done, or al­ 
legedly done, 
by magic. 
Your 
typical 
magic-worker 
makes 
a 
doll and sticks pins in it, hoping 
by this means to inflict pain or 
death on some one. Whether or 
not magic is anything real, magic 
is malicious by intention 
Jesus' 
miracles on the contrary were 
never malicious, but the exact op­ 
posite—they were acts of good­ 
ness and generous help. 
Jesus 
never called up genies out of bot­ 
tles, he never created fire-breath­ 
ing dragons, he never produced 
potions of love or death. All his 
miracles simply restored health. 
life, strength, gave food to the 
hungry, eyes to the blind , . . yes, 
and good news to the poor. For 
rn listing for John the Baptist’s 
benefit the acts of power he was 
doing, he names as climax not 
the raising of the dead, but the 
corning of good news to the poor. 
That is a miracle we still too sel­ 
dom see!
